ROPER PROBE 
IS ORDERED 

Assistant's Charges Over 
Ship Subsidies to 
Be Investigated 

WASHINGTON, Tuesday, June 
18. UP) —A senate investigation of 
charges by Ewing Y. Mitchell, as¬ 
sistant secretary of ...lerce, 
against his superior, Secretary 
Roper, was ordered today by the 
commerce committee to begin to¬ 
morrow morning. 

Announcing the committee ac¬ 
tion, Chairman Copeland declared 
Mitchell would be put on the 
stand "under oath" for question¬ 
ing about his charges that Roper 
had signed a contract permitting 
the United States Line company 
to retire the Leviathan from serv¬ 
ice without paying the govern¬ 
ment the penalties due for not 
keeping the big ship in service as 
a part of the subsidized merchant 
marine. 

Mitchell was ousted by Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt as assistant secre¬ 
tary of commerce after he refused 
to resign. 

The committee voted 13 to 5 
to report favorably the nomina¬ 
tion of John Monroe Johnson of 
South Carolina as Mitchell's suc¬ 
cessor. 

Charging that ship subsidy poli¬ 
cies led to a “saturnalia’’ by men 
bent on "robbing the taxpayers,” 
the senate ocean mail committee 
today denounced past operation of 
merchant marine subsidies and 
demanded drastic terms for any 
future government aid. 

It also charged that some pub¬ 
lic officials "flagrantly betrayed 
their trust" and said "government 
officials made a farce” of the 
competitive bidding provision of 
the Jones-White Merchant Marine 
act of 1928. 

The committee consists of five 
members, of whom only two signed 
the report without reservation. 
They were Senators Black (D., 
Ala.), chairman, and McClarran 
(D., Nev.)

Senator Nelson T. Edwards of Orange today promised 
to give Supervisor N. E. West a chance to blow the lid off 
his Huntington Beach “Teapot Dome oil scandal.” 

Senator Edwards, supplementing a formal statement, 
announced he would ask that Mr. West be subpoenaed to tell 
an assembly investigating committee what he knows about 
the inside of the controversy which has been raging over 
exploitation of tideland oil resources at Huntington Beach. 

Senator Edwards said he is by no means certain that 
this will be welcome news to Mr. West’s friends in the oil 
leasing business. 

The senator agreed with Mr. West that an oil scandal 
or something approaching it had marked the closing days 
of the legislature. In his written statement he said the 
West Teapot Dome scandal might be put down for a tempest 
in a teapot “were it not for the fact that Mr. West’s lobbyist 
friends at Sacramento are credited with using more money 
in support of the Gilmore lease bill than ever seen before in 
--—®such a contest.”

Declaring that the Southern 
California fair, held annually at 
Pomona, is an ample means for 
publicizing Orange county, the 
First Congregational church board 
today urged the supervisors to give 
no cooperation to proposals for 
reviving the Orange county fair.

In ad¬ 
dition to protesting the duplication 
of services at a time when every 
effort must be made toward great¬ 
er economy, the board protested 
the fair and its allied horse racing 
on moral and economic grounds.

The information was given by Harry Johnson, gold mine oper¬ 
ator at Saiina Cruz, Mexico, where Mr. Lamb and his wife are 
living. Mr. Johnson is visiting at Laguna Beach. 

However, Mr. Lamb's father said today: “If Dana and Virginia 
are planning to make their home in Mexico and become citizens of

“We received a letter from them about 10 days ago in which 
they said they were stopping at Saiina Cruz for a time and liked it 
there very much, but were planning to push farther south into 
Mexico at an early date.”

WASHINGTON, Tuesday, June 
18.—The story of the behind- 
the-scenes maneuvering which put 
across the Holding Corporation bill 
in the senate is one of the most 
amazing and significant in the 
annals of the New Deal. 

Its significance lies in the fact 
that even on a bill which was 
known as the President's pet, a 
large section of his own party 
deserted him. It took the inde¬ 
pendent republicans to put the bill 
across. This condition will inten¬ 
sify as time goes on. 

The amazing part of the hidden 
struggle was that James Aloysius 
Farley—anything but a radical—• 
and his chief henchman, hefty 
Emil Hurja, came in at the last 
moment to put the bill across.

"In defining my own position in 
regard to tideland leasing, I think 
it proper to say that I never for a 
moment believed that the senate 
would authorize tideland drilling 
because I had had previous experi¬ 
ence with that body on the sub¬ 
ject. In the 1933 session, at the 
request of Huntington Beach offi¬ 
cials, I attempted to withdraw a 
tideland drilling measure from 
committee and only secured 14 
votes out of 40. During the last 
month a special bill involving ex¬ 
tension of a permit to a small 
company brought the issue before 
the senate, which by a vote of 21 
to 11 declared against tideland 
drilling. 

No Word from Board 

"This I knew to be the attitude 
of the senate on the subject. While 
I was willing to be guided by the 
board of supervisors so far as the 
interests of Orange county were 
concerned, I received no request 
from them as a body. So far as I 
know, Mr. West was the only 
supervisor who expressed himself 
in favor of the Gilmore bill. Most 
of the mayors and many of the 
chambers of commerce of the 
county protested against it. Since 
the bill came to the senate only 
as an amendment to Senator 
Swing’s bill and was at his request 
eliminated from the Swing bill, I 
was not compelled to make 5 
choice in the matter. I could not, 
in courtesy, deny Senator Swing’s 
request, a request which under all 
rules of procedure, he was entitled 
to make. Through the stupidity of 
the supporters of the bill, the issue 
had become one of senatorial 
courtesy. I merely refrained from 
voting. 

"I am not against tideland drill¬ 
ing under proper restrictions and 
with proper competition providing 
Orange county desires it. It can 
hardly be determined in advance 
what might happen to oil wells 
and pipe lines over the water in 
the event of a major earthquake. 
It is certain that the release of 
large quantities of oil would ruin 
beaches for a long distance. It is 
largely this fear of polution that 
induces beach cities to oppose such 
drilling.

Home Sumptuous 

Those who recently visited 
Madam Lupescu at her home in 
Bucharest describe the house as fit 
for the Queen of Sheba. The walls 
are covered with priceless Goeblin 
tapestries and masterpieces of 
painting, while the floors are laid 
with superb Oriental rugs of the 
“museum-piece" order, and the 
mantle-pieces and tables bristle 
with bronze and marble works of 
art. Princess Helen, the rightful 
Queen of Rumania and King 
Carol’s divorced wife, never had 
such an elaborate palace during 
all the years she was in Bucharest. 

In order that “Bibi” may not be 
too lonely when Carol is away, the 
king has assigned to his Jewish 
inamorata, as a protector and 
companion, one of his aides. 

Still Powerful 

In spite of the fact that all the 
most powerful political leaders in 
Rumania are arrayed against 
Madam Lupescu, King Carol’s 
friend continues to exercise the 
most potent power in the affairs 
of the country. She is said still 
to be Chief of the Court Camarilla, 
which controls all great public 
undertakings, awards contracts, 
directs appointments and promo¬ 
tions in the army and government, 
and generally exercises the func¬ 
tion of a super-cabinet. 

More significant than anything 
else, Madam Lupescu has the 
much feared Umanian fascist or¬ 
ganization, the “Iron Guard,” be¬ 
hind her, although that is an anti- 
Jewish body. This protection is 
due, according to reports in Bu¬ 
charest, to Madam Lupescu hav¬ 
ing befriended and given asylum 
to the Chief of the Iron Guard, 
Colonel Zelea Codreanu, when the 
latter was wanted by the police 
after the assassination at Sinaia 
of the late Ion Duca, who was 
prime minister of Rumania. 


VIENNA, Tuesday, June 18. UP)— 
Magda Lupescu, King Carol’s 
ginger-haired confidante and fre¬ 
quent companion, has “disap¬ 
peared.” 

Confidential information reach¬ 
ing diplomatic circles in Vienna 
reports that "Bibi,” as the roman¬ 
tic king calls his Jewish friend, is 
no longer seen shopping along the 
fashionable boulevards of gay Bu¬ 
charest, accompanied by one of 
the king's aide-de-camps in civ¬ 
ilian clothes. And King Carol, 
who previously made regular visits 
to this most talked of woman in 
the Balkans, is no longer seen 
making his way clandestinely to 
her palatial home in the fashion¬ 
able Chausee section of the capi¬ 
tal, tucked away in the back seat 
of a ramshackle automobile, ef¬ 
fectively disguised in nondescript 
civilian attire, with his hat pulled 
down over his eyes to defeat de¬ 
tection. 

Some Rumors Denied 

Some say Madam Lupescu, de¬ 
scribed by many as the most pow¬ 
erful feminine figure in the Near 
East since the days of Cleopatra, 
has sold her magnificent home in 
the Rumanian capital. It is said 
she decided, in agreement with 
the king, to keep entirely out of 
the public spotlight and to live 
permanently in Sinaia, 75 miles 
north of Bucharest, the summer 
home of the Rumanian royal fam¬ 
ily. She wishes in this way, it is 
said, to save the king the embar¬ 
rassment she has caused him in 
the past by living in the capital. 

Others deny that Madam Lupes¬ 
cu has sold her house, explaining 
that her non-appearance in public 
is due to her desire to avoid no¬ 
toriety and to spare her royal 
lover undue publicity. They say 
that Carol recently installed in 
Magda's home in Bucharest one 
of three magnificent radio-phono-

THE strategy of the opposition 
was delay. The longer they 
could stall off a vote, the more 
votes they thought they could 
gain.

At this point Tom Corcoran, 
Roosevelt’s private operator for 
the bill, telephoned him in Hyde 
Park. Delay, he warned, was 
fatal. Roosevelt in turn tele¬ 
phoned his senate leaders, and they 
bowed before his command. 

That night the utility lobby 
launched its mightiest offensive—- 
social and otherwise. Next morn¬ 
ing when the senate convened, bar¬ 
rel-breasted Senator Dieterich, 
floor-manager of the opposition, 
sat at his desk supremely confi¬ 
dent. He had made a secret poll 
which netted him 47 votes in favor 
of his amendment. This was aim¬ 
ed to take the heart out of the 
bill. 

Even staunch supporters of the 
president, such as Byrnes of South 
Carolina, Clark of Missouri and 
Radcliffe of Maryland, Roose¬ 
velt’s former employer, had de¬ 
serted him. 

It was at this point—-in response 
to another call from Hyde Park— 
that Big Jim Farley and Emil 
Hurja got busy. While Dieterich 
lolled unsupectingly in his seat, 
they snatched three votes—Adams 
of Colorado, Guffey of Pennsylva¬ 
nia and McAdoo of California. 

The move gave Roosevelt a mar¬ 
gin of exactly one vote over the 
Dieterich amendment. But next 
time it may be more difficult.

Doran's extraordinary range of 
activities on both sides of the At¬ 
lantic are well known to those in 
the book trade. This volume is in¬ 
teresting to everyone by virtue of 
his revelation of characters and 
personalities. Among the authors 
treated at length are Mary Rob¬ 
erts Rinehart. Charles and Kath¬ 
leen Norris. Sinclair Lewis and Ed¬ 
gar Wallace. 

This book is a memorable pic¬ 
ture of people, times and places it 
discusses. With its air of com¬ 
plete reality and its careful use of 
detail it takes on something of the 
quality of an Arnold Bennett 
novel. 

LIGHT FROM ARCTURUS, by 
Mildred Walker. 

Julia Hauser was 17 when as a 
bride she attended her first fair, 
the Philadelphia Centennial expo¬ 
sition in 1876.

Two of Jim's 
older brothers, Ralph and Joe, \ 
were fighters for a time. He has 
four brothers, in all, and two sis¬ 
ters. 

He Started Early 

The family moved to New Jer¬ 
sey where Father Joe set up in 
the trucking business when Jim 
was 9 months old. He went to 
school in West New York, N, J., 
and his fighting career started 
early. He was 10 when he flat¬ 
tened his first schoolmate, Elmer 
Furlong, with a single right. He 
fought Johnny Morris, another pal, 
30 times for the fun of it, split¬ 
ting the decisions about even. 

One day in 1925, in a Union 
City, N. J., gymnasium, a New 
York manager, Joe Gould, was 
superintending the training of a 
middleweight, Harry Galfund. Joe 
spotted a big skinny kid standing 
by the ring posts, looking eagerly 
on. Joe needed a sparring part¬ 
ner. 

“You a fighter?” he demanded. 

“Yes, sir," said the youngster. 

"What’s your name? What do 
you weigh?” 

“Braddock. 162.” 

“Wanna box with Galfund?" 

“Sure.” 

Braddock almost knocked out 
Galfund. a seasoned fighter, 
whereupon Gould sent the old war-

friends accorded him at his depart¬ 
ure indicated the contrary. 

At least 10 former cabinet 
ministers as well as several pow¬ 
erful army generals were among 
the several hundred persons who 
crowded around the former presi¬ 
dent to shake his hands.

Orange county general contract¬ 
ors and architects last night laid 
the foundation for continued im¬ 
provement in their relationships 
as they looked ahead to what may 
prove to be a building boom.

A survey was launched a 
week ago in Huntington Beach and ; 
resulted in "applications for busi- '• 
ness amounting to $67,200,” Mrs. 
Oxarart reported. 

Two weeks ago J. E. Hoblit 
started taking applications for 
loans at the better housing offices 
here, referring them to banks. Al¬ 
ready there has been so much in¬ 
terest that it has been necessary 
to give him two assistants, Mrs. 
Oxarart explained. 

15 Being Completed 

"Up to last Friday he had 15 
new construction loans in process 
of completion, ranging in value 
from one $10,000 home to an $800 
cottage; and 16 applications for 
renovizing loans,” she reported.

An ordinance regulating sound 
trucks on city streets, and pro¬ 
hibiting the use of stationary 
sound devices for the purpose of 
attracting attention to stores, was 
given its second reading and final 
passage by the city council last 
night.

TO STOP KIDNAPING 

T HE Weyerhaeuer kidnaping brings into the spot¬ 
light again the exasperating fact that we have as yet 
discovered no reasonable way to PREVENT kidnapings. 

We have plenty of laws to punish kidnapers, after 
they are caught—but that is shutting the stable door 
after the horse has been stolen. 

Human nature being what it is, the kidnaper holds 
the whip hand. Through threats to kill his victim often 
he defies the entire might of the law with impunity. 

Canada has made one move against kidnapers that 
holds promise. In the dominion, it is forbidden to pay 
money to a kidnaper. The payment itself is a penitentiary 
offense. In one of two cases, the government has gone to 
the length of tying up bank accounts to prevent payment. 

If a kidnaper knows he will not be paid, whatever 
happens, the incentive for his crime vanishes. Canada 
has had no kidnaping since the law went into effect; nor 
is she likely to have. 

Kidnaping is a racket—the cruelest on earth—con¬ 
ducted solely for profit. Make the profit impossible, and 
the crime becomes a worthless waste of time. 

Punishing a kidnaper, when caught, gives little sat¬ 
isfaction. It is the function of the law to prevent the 
crime in the first place. Canada’s example should be 
studied, and if the results are shown to be satisfactory, 
should be copied*
